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Town Digs Out of Heavy Storm

Snow-Fighting Crews 
Work To Keep Roads 
Open For Traffic 


One of the most severe snow 
storms in recent years swept over 
the East last Friday, leaving 19 
inches of snow in this area, accord- 
ing to Essex Company records. 
Coming only three days after the 
14-inch snowfall of December 23, 
it piled up a combined snow blanket 
of 31 inches out of which the town 
has been digging itself for the past 
several days. 

The storm hampered _ traffic 
caused considerable delay and in. 
convenience for a few days, but 
did little damage here. 

Trains and busses were delayed 
Friday night as swirling snow 
formed drifts that crippled all 
forms of transportation, but locally, 
most traffic approached normal Sat- 
urday as massed  snow-fighting 
forces kept main roads open dur- 
ing the night and plows succeeded 
in breaking through to almost 
every section of the town by night- 
fall. 


The greatest difficulty encount 
ered by road-breaking crews. was 
the presence of numerous auto- 
mobiles stalled by drifts in the 
paths of traffic, thus hindering the 
Smooth and effective operation of 
the plows. Police ordered 13 auto- 
mobiles, which were blocking traf- 
fic or which had broken down in the 
Streets, to be towed to garages, 
where their owners could get them 
‘by paying towing charges. 

While the high winds that ac- 
companied the northeast storm 
raised havoc in various communi- 
ties, no such damage was reported 
here. In some towns whole sections 
were plunged into darkness and

Poiice had reports of six minor 
utomobile accidents due to poor 
isibility or road conditions follow- 
1g the storm, but in only one case 
as an injury reported, when a 
4owell girl received cuts on the 
face and was removed to the Law- 
‘ence General hospital. 

Chief George A. Dane had cars 
out on the roads all night and re- 
mained at the station himself work- 
ing with out-of-town detectives on 
the recent kidnap case and direct- 
ing all emergency affairs caused by 
the storm. 

At one time during the night 
when road conditions were at their 
worst, police solved the traffic prob- 
lem for a nurse by taking her to a 
patient in Shawsheen Village. 

As the storm grew in proportions, 
Chief Charles E. Buchan of the fire 
department called all permanent 
firemen for emergency duty, keep- 
ing a double shift available from 
6 p. m. Friday until 6 p. m. Sunday 
during the hours when road con- 
ditions were at their worst. 

However, only one call was put 
in for the fire department during 
that time, and the run proved to be 
unnecessary. At 7:34 p. m. Friday a 
telephone call reported a blaze in

Saturday morning bus _ service 
was resumed, the first bus leaving 
Andover square at 5:20 a. m., and 
fairly close schedules maintained 
during the day. 

Friday’s storm started about 10 
o’clock in the morning and as it 
zrew in intensity state and town au- 
thorities assembled all available 
forces of manpower and equipment 
to combat the furious nor’easter 
which was starting to pile up on 
soads that had just been cleared 
from the previous storm. 

Snow loading operations were in 
progress in Andover square during 
the morning but as the new storm 
showed signs of gathering force 
and weather reports gave predic- 
tions of a large snowfall, Supt. Ed- 
ward R. Lawson of the Public 
Works department, switched his 
crews to plows. 

This brought out the seven 
truck plows, the tractor with its 
V-plow, and the two Cleartracks 
under the 24 men who make up the 
combined personnel of the various 
public works divisions. 

As the storm increased during 
the day other private equipment 
was hired, bringing to the town’s 
snow-fighting force a grader, a 
bulldozer, six truck plows and two 
or three smaller units with their 
operators, until 20 or 21 units with

Haverhill Street 
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State Plows Help 
Clean Town Roads 


Snow-plowing units of the state 
highway division swung into ac- 
tion early in last Friday’s storm to 
keep several sections of the town’s 
roadways open for traffic. 

Andover is in one of the six sec- 


tions of District 5 of the Massachu- 


setts Public Works department. 
This section has about 60 miles of 
highway in its territory, about 25 
per cent of which is within the 
town limits. 

The sections which are plowed 
by the state include; Main street, 
from the Shawsheen river bridge 
to the Lawrence line; and from the 
top of Academy hill to the North 
Reading line; Elm street from 
Washington avenue to the North 
Andover line; and the by-pass. 
The state also makes partial pay- 
ment for the plowing done on 
Lowell and Haverhill’ streets. 

Shortly after the snow started, 
hourly reports began coming in 
from the district office at Beverly 
showing the progress of the storm, 
and half-hourly reports were re- 
ceived from the U. S. weather 
bureau. Early predictions were for 
a fall of from five to eight inches. 
This later increased from 10 to 12. 
and the final prediction was for 12 
inches or more. 

With the beginning of the storm 
the seven state trucks went into 
service and as reports of its in- 
creasing intensity continued to 
reach Helge Anderson, foreman of 
the highways, 20 hired units were 
put into operation. The 27 pieces 
of equipment then went out in 
tandems of three, two hired plows 
and one state plow working to- 
gether. 

Besides the plowing units, a

The State Milk Control Board has
